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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the instant "porous water transport 
plates" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Claims 2-4 recite in line 3 of 
each claim "porous water transport plates serving as reactant gas flow fields " The specification 
discloses on page 8 line 14-16 that "[t]he illustrated fuel cell stack utilizes porous graphite water 
transport plates as reactant flow fields..." However, the mention of porous water transport plates 
is limited to these cited portions of applicant's disclosure. The disclosure is not found enabling 
on how the water transport plates may be employed as (gaseous) reactant flow fields, (emphasis 
added) 

The examiner notes that because of the deficiencies of the drawings for failing to 
illustrate the claimed invention (discussion above), the Figures do not remedy the deficiencies of 
the written portion of the specification so as to enable the subject matter of claims 2-4 with 
respect to the claimed porous water transport plates serving as reactant gas flow fields. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being anticipated by Katz et al. (U.S. 
Pat. 4,548,874). 

The examiner notes the Jepson format of claim 1 . Katz et al. teaches a plurality of fuel 
cells [11] disposed between current collecting end plates [13, 15], having a reactant gas manifold 
[17] comprised of a single wall [25] with a GFP (gas-filled panel) [17] disposed external thereto, 
and an insulator panel [29] disposed on an external surface of the end plates. (Figure 1, col. 3 
line 4 et seq.) Note that the insulator panel is part of a gas seal [23] which is specifically 
disclosed as sealing at the periphery of the gas manifold on edge surfaces [19]. (col. 3 line 3-8) 
The insulator panel comprises a ceramic frame [27] which is considered readable on the claimed 
resin/fiberglass composite, (ib.) 

To the extent that claims 2-4 are believed enabled for the reasons discussed under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph (discussion above), the claimed selection of manifolds and insulator 
panels in correspondence with the mass times heat capacity, inter alia, has not been given 
patentable weight as these features are considered to be drawn to process-of-using limitations 
which fail to further limit or give patentable scope to the claimed fuel cell stack.
